trict Attorney Whitman, by whom he 
bad been •ubpoenaed to appear before 
the grand jury in New York city. 


In this statement Mr. Dirnberger 


told of Mr. Kennedy'* appearance be- 
fore Mr. Whitman on Jan. 29, at which 
time Mr. Kennedy signed a waiver of 
Immunity. Later Mr. Whitman cave 
opt a statement to the effect that Mr. 
Kennedy had ignored an invitation 
from him to appear before the grand 
jury, so the state treasurer was sub- 
poenaed. One of theae subpoena* was 
•erred on him at Albany on Wednes- 
day.

Have the 
omelet pan hot, and well buttered, 
pour in the omelet and lift carefully 
at the Bides to allow the center to 
run out and cook When it is creamy 
spread with currant jelly and fold. 
Serve at once. 


Cocoanut Souffle.—To two cupfuls 


of shredded cocoanut add six table- 
spoonfuls of flour, one pint of milk, 
four eggs and a half cup of sugar, a 
teaspoon of baking powder and half 
a teaspoon of lemon extract. 
Beat 


the eggs until light, add the sugar 
then the flour sifted with the baking 
powder, then the lemon, milk, and a 
cupful of the cocoanut. Mix carefully 
and turn into a buttered baking dish 
As soon as it begins to set sprinkle 
over the top the other cup of cocoanut 
mixed with two 
tablespoonfuls 
of 


sugar. Serve from the dish in which 
it is baked. 


Soft Johnny Cake.—Take a half a 


cup of Indian meal, two teaspoonfuls 
of sugar, a teaspoonful of salt, two 
tablespoonfuls of butter and a pint of 
sweet milk. Put milk in a dish to 
heat, add the meal and stir until 
cooked and thick. Do not allow it to 
become lumpy. Take from the fire, 
add sugar, salt and butter and one 
well beaten egg. Turn into a greased 
pan and bake for 15 to 20 minutes.

coming members.

item No. 3.—Abandoned Farms for 
Community Farming, $1,500,000. 


"The reason that so many districts 
are over-crowded," said Mr. Coulter, 
“is that there are too many people 
living in them.” 


This did not seem at all difficult to 
grasp. 
But Mr. Coulter has been in 
close touch with the immigration prob­ 
lem, and knows that hundreds 
of 
thousands of European peasants are 
simply stalled in New York city, with­ 
out an opportunity to work and with­ 
out means to get anywhere. 
It is 
physically impossible for them to go 
out Bingly and seek their fortune on 
the American farms; but they are cap­ 
able of learning expert farming un­ 
der good instruction, and they will 
work cheerfully at farming If it gives 
them any sort of community life. We 
have plenty of land to redeem, plenty 
of need for the produce and plenty 
of labor idle. 
We have not the co­ 
operation. 


“That wouldn’t relieve all the con­ 
gestion in the city,” said Mr. Coulter. 
“Hundreds of 
thousands 
of 
others 
have to live near their work; and the 
only way to get them out of the con­ 
gested districts is t6 get their work 
out. 
I would like to experiment with 
one factory, taking It away from the 
crowded East side and into one of the 
comfortable suburbs. The logical way 
to regulate this Is to have the num­ 
ber of factories in any given district 
limited by law. 
By this experiment 
I could only indicate what might be 
done.” 


Item No. 4.—Establishing a Manufac­ 
turing and Co-Operative Real Es­ 
tate Association in the Suburbs# 
$150,000. 


#4I understand that an up-to-date fac­ 
tory for the manufacture of clothing, 
knit goods or kindred articles, employ­ 
ing 500 hands, could be established for 
half a million dollars. A million more 
would be needed to, house 2,000 peo­ 
ple, counting four (o the family or 
each employe. This factory should be 
run as a co-operative in which every 
employe would share. 
There should 
be sick and death benefits, disability 
and old age pensions, and a home- 
purchasing provision by which each 
worker would own his own home. Two 
hundred and fifty two-family houses 
could bo built at about $4,000 each, in­ 
stead of $6,000 where they are built 
singly and held for speculation. With 
the plan in operation the employes 
would not only own the homes, but 
the mill as well, and could be de­ 
pended upon not to go on strike. 
Item No. 5.—Vocational Training for 
5,000 Children, $3,000,000.

"I guess the money is about gone. 
There's only half a million left, and 
I'm afraid the administrative expenses 
would eat that up.

4,But what about criminals and the 
Big Brother movement?" Mr. Coulter 
wa3 asked. 


“There won't be any criminals,” he 
said, “that is, scarcely any to speak 
of if we could get people to co-operate 
and solve the two problems of work 
and play; in other words, the one 
problem of environment. 


“As for the Big Brothers, their ob­ 
ject is to give something better than 
money to the victims of the condition 
which, I have been hoping, we would 
partially undo with $10.000,000. 


Work of “Big Brothers.” 


The Big Brothers' movement has 
spread throughout the United States. 
It originated at a meeting of a man’s 
club connected with the Central Pres­ 
byterian church In West Pifty-seventh 
street In 1904. 
Ernest E. Coulter, 
then clerk of the New York chil­ 
dren’s court, had been 
invited 
to 
explain 
how this court 
performed 
its functions. 
A member asked how 
to assist 
Coulter 
suggested, "be 
a big brother to some boy.” 
Fifty- 
three big brothers enrolled that night. 
Now there ar over 1,000 in New York 
alone. 
It's not the Big Brothers' busi­ 
ness to give money to the boy, but 
simply to befriend him, get him a 
Job if necessary, see that he keeps 
it and his health, leads a decent life— 
above all, to bo on call in case of 
trouble.

Weaver is 
one of the survivors of the Johnstown 
flood 'May 31, 1889 in which more than 
5.000 persons lost their lives, and she wit- 
nessed the untimely death of her daughter 
and .ten grandchildren in that catastro- 
phe., while her husband, and son, bis wife 
and ton children were saved by clinging 
to the house roof. Mrs. Weaver, then66 
yean of age, is said to have been the first 
woman to ir.ount to the roof of a house. 
She and her husband living at that time 
with her son, William Weaver, in a large 
double house, the other half of the house 
having been occupied by her son-in law, 
Thomas Eck, and family. When the flood 
came, Mr. aud Mrs Weaver and her eon, 
William and wife, took the letter's fanaily 
of ten children to the roof of the house. 
They called for their daughter, Mrs Eck, 
who also climbed to the roof, but later 
went back into the house for her child- 
ren. Before she could return the house 
was swept away and those clinging to the 
roof were swept over four miles by 
the flood before they were rescued. Many 
of the horrible sights of the great disaster 
took place before their eyes. The aged 
lady'lost all her earthly belongings except 
about $50 in cash, a rosary and piayef 
book, which she bad gathered up in her 
flight and placed in a pocket of her dress. 
Her daughter-in-law, Mrs. Williain Weav 
er. was struck on the arm by a telephone 
pole and has been a cripple to th'ie day. 
It was through the mother's courage and 
fortitude that the remaining members on 
the floating roof were cheered and event 
ualty saved, and earned for the name of 
"The Female Captain of Maple Avenue 
(Woodvale), Johnstown, Cambria County. 
Pa." Mrs. Weaver was born in Balti-i 
more Feb. 19, 1893. At the age of eight 
years she came to live on the O'Bold farm 
in Conowago township. August 16,1840, 
she was married to David Weaver in Con> 
ewago Chapel. 


Her. husband was a blacksmith and 


they lived in this section until the Civil 
War, when they moved to Emmitebnrg, 
where they remained until some time af- 
ter the war when they went to Johns- 
town. After the flood they returned toNew 
Oxford where she has since spent most of 
her time 
Mrs. Weaver's husband died 


here twelve years ago at the age of 84 
years 
She has four children living—W. 


H. Weaver, of Frederick, Md., John S. 
Weaver, this place, Mrs. Mattie J. May 
hew, Johnstown, and Mrs Bertie Mnm- 
ma, Hanover.

secretary, told the house of commons 
ot the latest developments in the Mex- 
ican situation. He said Sir Cecil 
Spring-Rice, British ambassador to the 
United States, bad been instructed to 
inform the Washington government 
that Great Britain considered it essen- 
tial for a British consul to visit the 
spot where Benton was killed; that 
Perceval had been selected for this 
purpose and that he also was to in- 
vestigate concerning the two missing 
Englishmen, Laurence and Curtis. 


Sir Cecil was instructed to ask the 


United States government, as Great 
Britain had no means of communicat- 
ing with General Villa, to instruct the 
United States consul at Juarez to in- 
form General Villa and to request an 
assurance that the British consul was 
not to be interfered with. 


Sir Edward Grey read a communica- 


tion from the state department at 
Washington to Sir Cecil Spring-Rice, 
which the British ambassador cabled 
textually to the foreign office. It was 
as follows: 


"The state department desired to 


advise the British embassy that in- 
structions had been sent heretofore to 
the American consul at Juarez to 
make a most searching Inquiry into 
the circumstances attending the death 
of William S. Benton. The consul has 
been instructed to riake every effort 
to secure the exhumation uaj e lami- 
nation of the body of the deceased, to 
take the statements of any and all of 
the -witnesses whom he can fiztl to 
ernr^cy in his investigations, and niai- 
ical ::ad legal assistance as- !ar as 
may '32 desirable, and to do everytaing 
in k; power to elicit the 'a ts.'

cross-examination at the hands of Dis­ 
trict Attorney Whitman, by whom he 
had been subpoenaed to appear before 
the grand jury in New York city. 


In this statement Mr. Dlrnberger 
told of Mr. Kennedy’s appearance be­ 
fore Mr. Whitman on Jan. 2>, at whieh 
time Mr. Kennedy signed a waiver of 
Immunity. 
Later Mr. Whitman gave 
out a statement to the effect that Mr. 
Kennedy had Ignored an Invitation 
from him to appeer before the grand 
jury, so tbe state treasurer was sub­ 
poenaed. One of theae subpoenas was 
served on him at Albany on Wednes­ 
day. 
Another was served on Satur­ 
day.

Citizens of New York Planned to 


Honor Washington, But the 


Idea Was Abandoned.

IXTY-five years ago the chief topic 
of interest among the citizens of 


New York, apart from the Mexican 
war which was then in progress, was 
the great 
Washington 
monument 


which it was proposed to ereqt in 
Hamilton Square, which covered the 
blocks now contained between Third 
and Fifth avenues, Sixty-sixth and 
Sixty-ninth streets. 


That was six years before Central 


Park had been outlined. 
Hamilton 


Square was a portion of the old com- 
mon lands of the city, and in the 
new city map prepared in 1807 by the 
street commissioners who laid out the 
city on its-present rectangular lines, 
this plot was retained intact as a 
park.

i Russia's "premier capital" has given 
! substance to these ancient legends. 
. When the main drainage scheme had 


j been in operation a few years the al- 


j teration of subsoil conditions caused 


a sinking of the foundations of many 
of the more massive public buildings, 
which had to be 'underpinned, while 
new erections required much deeper 
excavation in order that a 
foundation might be reached, 
in course of these operations that 
many underground passages came to 
light, and eventually the newly fledged 
societies interested in the preserva- 
tion of monuments of antiquity .at- 
tempted to deal with the matter from 
the historical standpoint.

Appeal to ttie people of suburban aud 
rural communites in Ohio to feed the 
wild hirds when sleet and snow cover 
the ground and trees this winter.

In the su- 
burbs of the big cities wild birds can 
get along even in the most severe 
weather._ Out in the open country, 
however, another story is apt to be 
told.

during the revolutionary 
war that 


some of them have been lost to his- 
tory. Alto a majority of tfe« «hi»» 
engaged 
were 
privateenmen and 


ships carrying letters of 
marque, 


whose captains did not report to any 
government, or at least only to state 
governments, consequently many bat- 
tles are unknown now because rec- 
ords have gone astray in the succeed- 
ing years. 


Just recently Edgar Stanton Maclay, 


a persistent historian, has unearthed 
accounts of some forgotten sea flights 
of the revolution, the most Interesting 
of which is the defeat of a French- 
American squadron off the coast of 
Spain by a lone English frigate, De- 
cember 12, 1782, the 
Kansas 
City 


Times remarks. 


The English < frigate Mediator, car- 


rying forty-four guna and 266 men, 
sighted a fleet of five sail in the Bay 
of Biscay about 7 o'clock the morning 
of December 12, 1782. Capt. James 
Luttrell, 
commanding, immediately 


brought his ship up to ward them on 
his lee. He, no doubt, expected to 
find four French or Spanish merchant- 
men convoyed by a war vessel of 
about-his own strength. 


As soon as the fleet sighted the Me- 


diator it formed in line of battle and 
prepared to attack. As near as can 
be determined from records the ships 
of the allied squadron were the Alex- 
ander, 24 guns, 102 men; Capt. Greg- 
ory and the Amiable Eunice, 6 guns 
and 24 men, both flying the American 
flag; and the Eugene, 30 guns, 133 
men, 
Capt. Le Baudin; Daupin Royal, 


28 guns, 120 men, and 
Menagerie, 


Capt. de Toligne, all under the French 
flag. The Menagerie bad been armed 
with 34 guns and carried a crew of 
212 men, but at this date it had been 
made over into a transport and its 
fighting value considerably reduced. 
It is safe to estimate, however, that 
the allies more than doubled the Me- 
diator in shot weight and number of 
men. 


Capt. Luttrell soon recognized this 


and also saw that he could not hope 
to escape fighting. Undaunted, he 
prepared to entertain" the rapidly ap- 
proaching squadron. He attacked in- 
stead of waiting for the five ships to 
assail him. He made for the cen- 
ter of the allied line. All five ships 
raked him, but the shots went high 
and did small damage. NThe Mediator 
singled out the Alexander and closed 
in close battle with it 
Capt. Gregory 


signaled his fellow captains to come 
to his support. But, as the French 
did in several other engagements, the 
Eugene, Daupin Royal, one a frlgatp 
and the other a corvette, and the Me- 
nagerie put on sail and deserted 
Thr 


ceeble Amiable Eunice followed suit. 


Capt. Gregory was not an officer of 


the regular navy, but a privateersman 
armed only as a commerce destroyer. 
But he put up a gallant fight. For 
four hours he jockeyed for position 
with the Mediator and prolonged the 
fight. At last he was forced to strike. 
It was afternoon before Capt. Luttrell 
could place a prize crew aboard and 
sail in pursuit of the other ships. 


He started after the 
Menagerie, 


which was trying to reach the port of 
Ferrol. By 5 o'clock he came within 
long gun shot of the Frenchman. A 
running fight began, which ended 10 
o'clock that night, when the Menag- 
erie struck. Capt. Luttrell sent more 
of his men away as prize crew and 
laid by until morning to continue the 
chase. 


The Amiable Eunice and Daupin 


Royal were sighted at sunrise 
The 


Mediator started for them, but soon 
gave up the chase. Capt. Luttrell had 
only 190 of his crew on board after 
sending away two prize crews*. 
He 


had 360 prisoners in his hold 


Now occurred an attempt to cap- 


ture the Mediator by the prisoners 
which places Capt. Gregory as the 
only man worthy of commendation in 
the allied fleet. Within two days af 
ter the battle be had communicatec 
with all the prisoners. American and 
French, and appointed a time for an 
uprising. 


The 
prisoners 
outnumbered 
the 


crew two to One. Capt. Gregory in 
some manner had procured a pisto 
and some powder. The plot was for 
him to steal upon deck after dark 
load and fire a cannon, which -would 
be a signal for the men below to 
swarm out and attack their captors. 
Capt. Gregory removed the 
hatch 


gratings so the men could reach the 
deck quickly. 


Tho heroic commander played his 


part, tho most dangerous, with pre- 
cision. 
The j crew of the Mediator 


was startled to hear a gun report just 
after tho lookout's report of quiet. 
For two or throe minutes everything 
was confused. 
Cnpt. Gregory rushed 


to a hatchway to load his men to the 
cutlass racks and gun chests. Hut no 
men came. Down bolow tho 350 odd 
prlbonrrn, French and Amorican, were 
quarreling as to which 
nationality 


should command nftor the ship was 
taken 
Ju tho meantime Capt. Lut- 


lro.ll was nrouBfld and brought his men 
to order. Cnpt. Gregory wan seized 
and tho hatches covered with make- 
shift tops of long Bpikoa. The revolt 
was stopped oflnctually and tho Medi- 
ator reached England nafoly with its 
cargo of prisoners and two prized. 


Few persons realize how many ani- 


mals are constantly getting hurt and 
also getting sick. The wild animals 
ftolOom get aicfc front wbal Ui*y cat. 
but the domestic animate frequently | 
do, because they are not fed properly. 
Wild animals get injured from fight- 
ing with other animals of their kind 
or in fights with their animal ene- 
mies. 


But in both cages lh«bt> animate 


have a faculty of doctoring themselves 
that IB remarkable. Instinctively do 
the animals choose euch food as is 
best suited to them. Many scientists 
have ^claimed the human race once 
did this and that if cast into a wil- 
derness would again seek out a diet 
that would be exactly what 
they 


needed. 


To bathe is by no means alone hu- 


man, 
for animals and birds do this, 


probably, many, varieties at least, with 
greater regularity than humans. Anl- 
male also rid themselves of parasites, 
such as troublesome insects, by means 
of dust, mud, clay, and such things. 


Animals suffering from fever re- 


Strict their diet, keep quiet, seek dark- 
ness and airy places, drink much 
water, and sometimes plunge into it 
from time to time- When a dog has 
lost its appetite it eats that species 
of grass known as "dog's grass." Cats 
also eat grass, catnip, etc., when sick. 
Sheep and cows in the same circum- 
stances seek out certain herbs 
An 


animal suffering from chronic rheu- 
matis'm invariably keeps as much as 
possible in the sun. The warrior ants 
maintain regularly organized ambu- 
lances. 


Latrielle cut the antennae of an ant. 


Other ants covered the wounded part 
with a transparent fluid from their 
mouths. If a chimpanzee is wounded 
it stops the flow of blood by placing 
its hand on the wound or dressing it 
with leaves and grass. 


A terrier had an injured eye. 
It 


remained lying under a counter, avoid- 
ing heat and light, although it had 
been Its habit to keep close to the 
fire. It adopted a general treatment— 
rest and abstinence from food. 
The 


local treatment consisted in licking 
the upper surface of its paw, which 
it then applied to the wounded eye, 
again licking the paw when it became 
dry. 


Cats. also, when hurt, treat them- 


selves by this simple method. Delau- 
nay cites the case of a cat that re- 
mained for some time lying on the 
bank of a river, also that of a cat 
which had the singular fortitude to 
remain for 48 hours under a jet of 
cold water 


The methods adopted by most of 


the wild animals for doctoring them- 
selves are unknown to man, as when 
such animals are in captivity they 
are cared for by veterlnaries. 
But 


there is no doubt that almost every 
animal has the ability to doctor itself 
skillfully.

Poverty in Rome. 


Poverty in Rome is described as 


more squalid than that of any city in 
continental Europe. "On the Testac- 
cio, formerly a rubbish heap the Porto

EW YORK.—What would you do if 
you had $10,000,000? 
The ques­ 
tion was thrown at Ernest 
K. 
Coulter, former clerk of the children’3 
court and founder of the Big Brother 
movement, by a representative of the 
New York World. 


"Umph!" said Mr. Coulter, 
laying 
aside the legal paper from which he 
bad been dictating, "that’s about what 
it costa to build a first-class dread­ 
nought 


"You're asking me to answer off­ 
hand a question which a good 
many 
men seem to be unable to answer in 
a lifetime. 
Then they die and the 
lawyers answer it their way. 
But 
there is one thing sure; we could do 
something better with It than build 
a dreadnought. 
What's the one big 
need in New York city?” Mr. Coult­ 
er paused a few seconds before an­ 
sw ering his own question. 


"It’s food," he said. 
No. Mr. Coulter wasn't thinking of 
buying $10,000,000 worth of food. He 
was thinking of the lives that 
are 
wasted in the struggle to get food, 
and how much of this waste it would 
be possible to stop. 
a 


“I wonder how much co operation/' 
he said, “could be brought about with 
$10.000,000? 


“Produce raised near New York city 
often passes through 
13 
different 
hands before it reacnes the consumer. 
The poor farmers can't raise food on 
the prices they get, and the poor folks 
can’t buy it at the prices they have to 
pay—the original cost and six or eight 
or ten profits besides.' 


Item No. 1.—One Co-Operative Food 
8upply Association, $750,000. 


"We've talked a good deal/’ Baid 
Mr. Coulter, “about the producer get­ 
ting his goods to the consumer. Sup­ 
pose we begin at the other end and 
get the consumer to take over the 
production. It seems as though a city 
could provide itself with food in the 
same way it provides itself with wa­ 
ter. 
But the city won't do that until 
it learns how. This little co-operative 
experiment might help to point the 
way." 
Mr. 
Coulter figured that a 
model retail store capable of supply­ 
ing 50,000 people would cost, all told, 
between $600,000 and $700,000. 
This 
would include land, building, stock 
and working capital. 
Ho threw 
in 
the balance for a special experiment 
with accessible farms. 


"The co-operatives of England/' he 
said, “are raising grain in other lands 
and carrying it to their own country in 
their own co-operative ships. It should 
be worth $100,000 or go to see wheth­ 
er an organization of New York con­ 
sumers 
would 
have 
intelligence 
enough to operate a few good farms. 


"They can’t do it unless they se­ 
cure expert management. 
For that 
matter, the whole scheme will fail 
unless Jt is managed well. The people 
will have to learn how by experience. 
That seems to be the only way we can 
learn anything. 
I think, though, that 
one store is .hardly a sufficient test/' 
Item 
No, 2.—Another Co-Operative 
Food Supply Association, $75,000, 
Details of how to capitalize a co­ 
operative association, where the co- 
operators are without 
capital, 
Mr. 
Coulter could not give off-hand, 
iie 
wanted to be sure of a large member­ 
ship and he wanted it to be reaiJy co­ 
operative. 
Perhaps, he thought, he 
-would stake 20,000 or so people in 
each of the districts with five dollars 
each on long-time credit wjth no se­ 
curity. The new state law limits the 
amount of any single stockholder’s 
holdings and no one, not even the man

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Item No. 3.—Abandoned Farms for 
Community Farming, $1,500,000. 


"The reason that so many districts 
are over-crowded," said Mr. Coulter, 
"Is that there are too many people 
living In them/' 


This did not seem at all difficult to 
grasp. 
But Mr. Coulter has been in 
close touch with the immigration prob­

thousands of European peasants are 
simply stalled in New York city, with­ 
out an opportunity to work and with­ 
out means to get anywhere.

“That wouldn’t relieve all the con­ 
gestion in the city,” said Mr. Coulter. 
“Hundreds of

of others 
have to live near their work; and the 
only way to get them out of the con­ 
gested districts is t6 get their work 
out. 
I would like to experiment with 
one factory, taking It away from the 
crowded East side and into one of the 
comfortable suburbs. The logical way 
to regulate this is to have the num­ 
ber of factories in any given district 
limited by law. 
By this experiment 
I could only indicate what might be 
done/' 


Item No. 4.—Establishing a Manufac­ 
turing and Co-Operative Real Es­ 
tate Association in the Suburbs, 
$150,000. 


*T understand that an up-to-date fac­ 
tory for the manufacture of clothing, 
knit goods or kindred articles, employ­ 
ing 500 hands, could be established for 
half a million dollars. A million more 
would be needed to, house 2,000 peo­ 
ple, counting four (o the family or 
each employe. This factory should be 
run as a co-operative in which every 
employe would share. 
There should 
be sick and death benefits, disability 
and old age pensions, and a home- 
purchasing provision by which each 
worker would own bis own home. Two 
hundred and fifty two-family houses 
could bo built at about $4,000 each, In­ 
stead of $6,000 where they are built 
singly and held for speculation. With 
the plan in operation the employes 
would not only own the homes, but 
the mill as well, and could be de­ 
pended upon not to go on strike. 
Item No. 5.—Vocational Training for 
5,000 Children, $3,000/500.
